Orange county and the nation today are 
celebrating the 19th anniversary of the sign­ 
ing of the Armistice that halted the “war 
to end all wars 
While America and a majority of the oth­ 
er allied nations mark the ending of the most 
tragic conflict in the history of the world 
it might be well to ask the Question— “Did 
the war to end all wars accomplish its pur­ 
pose'"* 
Tins question should not Iv asked, how­ 
ever, unless we are willing to answer it 
honestly. 
The answer is most definitely. “No!" 
Today China and Japan are locked in a 
death grip. Spain is in the throes of a civil 
war that already has wrecked an entire na­ 
tion. 
Italy is at loggerheads with other 
nations: Germany is rattling the saber, and 
Russia is on the verge of a break with Japan. 
Here in America we are in the grip of a 
mental revolution. 
Most nations are in­ 
creasing armaments. 
The “war to end all wars" failed of its 
purpose. International peace is a beautiful 
ideal and a worthy objective for a nation or 
the world but. as a purpose that has hope 
for accomplishment, it is and always will re­ 
main. a dream. 
The differences in the mental attitude of 
nations, the ambitions of rulers, conflicting 
national policies and the selfishness of hu- ; 
inanity make world peace an impossibility. 
The best that we can hope for is that 
America will stay out of the various con­ 
flicts now raging in Europe and the Orient, 
avoid being drawn into other possible con­ 
flicts and, at the same time, solve her own 
problems at home. 


DIFFICULTIES UNDER CIVIL SERVICE 


One of the reasons why civil service costs 
the taxpayers more money than the present 
system is that under civil service invariably 
no one is willing to go through the long, 
drilling fight of attempting to prove that an 
employe is inefficient. 
Even the chief of 
police, if he well knows that the service is 
not up to par and that additional help is 
therefore needed to perform a given service 
and thus increase the tax burden, is seldom 
willing to attempt to prove incompetency. 
For this reason, under civil service, prac­ 
tically everyone knows that many people 
continue drawing their salaries and not giv­ 
ing value received. 
This in reality is raising the cost of gov­ 
ernment because the citizens do not get the 
service for which they are paving when this 
condition exists. 
The chief, or whoever is responsible for 
the service, after he has made one or two at­ 
tempts to improve the service by demotion 
or promotion and is not able to do so because 
it is difficult, and sometimes impossible, to 
absolutely prove the facts which he has gives 
up in despair. 
The result is that no one cares, no one 
is responsible directly, and the whole com­ 
m ie v is enmeshed in more politics instead 
of less.

noeent he may be. 
\\ ith that fact in mind, one mav appreci- I 
ate the position of Santa Ana Valiev hos­ 
pital, recently sued for $50,000 on claim of 
malpractice. 
When the day of trial came. I 
the plaintiffs dismissed the suit.

to back up their charges, they merely back- i 
ed up. 
The accusation was dropped.
